War Scarred Tank Lumbers 
Through Crowded Streets 

A UNIQUE EXHIBITION. 



Thousands Join in Making the 
Event One to be Remem- 
bered. 



A huso conglomeration of humanity, 
vehicles and floats of all descrintlon 
gathered at and in the vicinity of 
Victoria Square, began, at 10.00 a.m. 
yesterday, to take the shapo of what 
will lon B be remembered in Montreal 
as The Victory Loan Parade of 1917. 
Slowly but surely the animated mass 
straightened out into what seemed an 
endless column. Mile after mile of 
military and civilian representatives 
Interspersed with gaily decorated and 
suggestivo floats wormed its way 
west from the Square along St. An- 
tolne Street to Windsor Street, up 
Windsor to Dorchester Street, west 
along Dorchester t 0 Mountain Street, 
north to Sherbrooke Street, and thence 
west along Sherbrooke to Parc ' La- 
fontaine. 

The entire route of the procession 
was marked by immense crowds who, 
In their endeavour to gain a sight of 
proceedings lined every curb, cluster- 
ed upon every doorstep and even 
climbed telephone poles and treos. For 
at least two hours the apparently end- 
less stream of humanity streamed by 
the Union. 

Tho McCiill C.O.T.C., according to 
orders issued last week, "fell In" at 
S.00 a.m., and immediately proceeded 
to the Champ de Mars to tako its as- 
signed place in the procession, in the 
seventh division, which was compos- 
ed of local militia units, including the 
Laval C.O.T.C., and numbering in 
all 2,500 men. This division was un- 
der the command of Lieut-Col. Starke. 
Tho McGIll Contingent, itself number- 
ing 557 men,, presented a smart ap- 
pearance, and with its two bands., at- 
tracted much attention and - compli- 
mentary comment. The authorities 
are to ho congratulated upon' the ex- 
cellent appearance of tho O.T.C. on 
parade. As the men marched pa3t 
"the n.y.C. they were greeted by a 
hearty McGIll yell, which was highly 
appreciated, even if the hoarse notes 
of masculine cheer-leaders were ab- 
sent. . i 

In addition to the McGIll Contingent 
tho University was represented by a 
special section reserved for those con- 
nected with her. This party was com- 
posed of professors and students, pasW 
and present, and was preceded by r 
large banner. As these representa- 
tives from tho college marched past 
tho Union they were greeted with loud 
cheers by students who hung out of 
the windows, and more or less banter 
was exchanged between them. 

Striking Features of the Parade. 

A thing unique in Itself was the fact 
that a party of American marines and 
band headed the procession, under the 
cummand or Major Davis. This was

Dear , 1 should be severely sat 

upon for not having written to thank 
you for your very nice parcel of fudge, 
gum and life-savers. We all enjoyed 
It very much. Also please excuse my 
writing in pencil, but it Is much fas- 
ter and easier. 

Just got back from Aldershot, where 
we have been shootine on the ranges. 
It is about fourteen miles from here, 
but the roads are good and the scen- 
ery beautiful, so it did not seem very 
far. 

We marched there Friday afternoon 
from 1.30 till r>.30. Then Jones, Ibbot- 
son and I went Into Aldershot from 
the camp by train, a distance of about 
four miles. We had, some supper at 
the "Good Luck" Tea Rooms, then we 
had a good hot bath, looked around 
the town and went home' again by 
train. 

After a good night on the floor we 
got up at seven and did nothing all 
morning till 1.30, when we marched 
to the ranges. The first practice was 
"five rounds application" at 100 yds. 

got a "possible" with a four-inch 
group. Then application five rounds, 
and five rapid at two hundred, lastly 
app. and snap at three hundred. My 
score was 84 out of a possible 100; 
pretty rotten, but average was about 
66 per cent. • 

At four o'clock we went down town.

Anglln and Smith, and several of the 
13th. Robs and Rod are up at Catte- 
rlck, Scotland, on a signalling course.

If we arc to judge from these prints, the main object in the 
artist's mind has been to see just bow many beer steins, bottles, cig- 
arettes, pipes, pennants and sweaters he can crowd into the space 
allotted him and still leave room for a group of cither foppish or 
tough looking characters whom we must conclude are college boys 
because— well, because the artist says so. 

The student coming to McGill, therefore, will be somewhat dis- 
appointed, agreeably or otherwise as the case may be, after a study 
of these prints, to find that his fellow members are just very ordin- 
ary human beings. He discovers that with the exception of a small 
percentage the student body is here for a rather serious purpose, and 
lhat it intends to follow out that purpose. If he is wise he will 
immediately see that it is the more sensible course to become one of 
them. This does not necessarily mean that he has to purchase a 
pair of tortoise shell glasses, wear a gloomy and serious look and 
be seen walking across the Campus with an armfull of books on 
"The Psychology of the Fourth Dimension" or kindred topics. He 
t;an be an excellent student and yet 'Make in" the Orpheum or 
Locw"s.

This may seem to be getting away from the subject wc started 
out with, hut after all, it is really a prologue— a brief survey of 
wliat goes into that same College Education. To get down to "brass 
tacks," however, it behooves every student to look into the future so | engine itself whlei 
lhat be may see just what he intends making of his after years. Those 
days which have gone before may have been well spent or foolishly 
spent. Be that as it may, they arc gone and cannot- be lived over 
again, — so why worry Î But so many arc content with the immedi- 
ate future, — the future which resolves itself into a case of, '"lu four 
years I'll get my B.A. !" They don't realize that a B.A. isn't, the 
end of all human endeavour. They think that it will be time enough 
Lo consider the fifth year when the fourth year is ended. '""Who can 
tell," they say to themselves, '"someone I know may die and leave 
me money." More often, when the time comes, everyone they know 
seems to have died leaving them no money. 

It all boils down, therefore, to a case of looking ahead. The 
lawyer, the doctor, the engineer, these have, to a degree, their fu- 
tures planned for them, but even they in these days of specializa- 
tion, must realize that the mai» who has a definite point to strive for 
is going to be a bigger success than the one who lets things slide, 
knowing that with a little study he can "slip through." Your Col- 
lege Education is and will always be something to be very proud of, 
but unless you know what you are going to do with it, what is the 
sense for practically wasting your time over it? Rather be in a 
position to say, when your degree is handed to you, "Now 1 have it, 
and I know what I'm going to do with it."

The .strict discipline maintained at 
the College is one of the most valuable 
features of the course, and in addition 
the constant practice of gymnastics' 
drills and outdoor exercises of all kinds 
ensures health and excellent physical 
condition.

She borrowed enormous sums from 
her own people to help flnanes the 
war. 

British corporations wars usKsa to 
relsasi their ferobjn securities In •*> 
change fur British securities, Thess 
were sold and converted Into cash, 

Britain next asked private holders 
of foreign securities to loan them to 
her. These were used as collateral 
for British loans In the United States, 
when In 181* the financial burden be- 
came so heavy that it was necessary 
to arrange with ths United States for 
large loans to meet commitments in 
that country, 

Ths United States has elnce agreed 
to loan to Britain and her Allies over- 
seas. $1,000,000,000, but It has stipu- 
lated that tht money must be spent 
by those countries In the United 
States, 'in other words, the vast sum 
of three billions of dollars will bs ex- 
pended by the Allies to keep Ameri- 
can factories and farms, steel planta 
and shipbuilding yards, and the na- 
tion generally* busy with war orders. 

,Our war loan to-day Is for a similar 
purpose. It will be used to advance 
credits to Britain for purchases here 
of farm products, munitions, ships, 
etc. it will maintain our present high 
standard of agricultural and indus- 
trial production and general prosper- 
ity. 

Britain has a very heavy trade bal- 
ance against her in the United States 
because of her large war purchases 

there. The way to liquidate this ad 
verse trade balance is; 

(a) By shipping goods to the United 
Slates; 

(b) By shipping gold: 
(o) By selling securities which 

could be converted Into gold; or 

(d) By borrowing In the United 
States. 

She cannot (a) ship her normal ex 
ports because, her factory employees 
are either at the front or making the 
thousand necessities of war and so 
many of her ships are In war service 
for herself, Canada and the Allies. 

She cannot (b) ship gold to any 
great extent because the long finan- 
cial strain of three, years' war % has 
practically exhausted her present 
available supply of gold. 

She cannot (c) ship securities, be- 
cause those which are most easily 
marketed In the United States and 
elsewhere have already been mobiliz- 
ed and sold or borrowed on. 

She must therefore depend upon the 
only other measure, namely, borrowing 
funds In the countries In which she 
is making her war purchases. 

British credit, despite the tremen- 
dous strain of war, still stands as 
high as it did before the war. One 
proof of this is the willingness of the 
United States to loan three nilllohs Of 
dollars to the Allies, the greater part 
to Brltnin. Another proof is the very 
slight discount at which the English 
pound sterling stands in New York, 
as compared with the heavy discount 
In the currency of other countries. 

That is the situation as between 
Britain and the United States. It is 
exactly the same as between Canada 
and Britain, except for the fact that 
we have far more good reasons ior 
doing, in a smaller way, what the 
United States is doing for the Mother- 
land. 

Great Britain before the war loaned 
us practically all the money used for 
our development. She now holds 
•Oiont $2,500.000,000 of our securities. 
She has bought from us

We have made substantial advances, 
but nothing like the amount com- 
paratively which the United States 
has been able to advanoe owing to 
her greater financial resources. That 
country is also willing to make such 
advances indefinitely, In order to re- 
ceive the greatest 'possible volume of 
r orders from Great Britain for 
American fac«jrles and farms and for 
American buslnesss generally. 

The United States government 
agreed in April last to advance $S,- 
000.000,000 to the Allies to be ex- 
pended In the United States. Between 
April 25th and October 8th last, they 
had actually advanced $2,533,400,000. 
This money is being spent tn the 
United States, American prosperity Is 
continuing and the Allies' cause Is 
also being pushed further to success. 
Of these advances $1.2"i5,000,000 went 
to Oreat Britain, our Motherland, our 
best customer, our chief banker be- 
fore the war, and one of our bankcrs- 
to-be after the war. 

From the beginning of the war to 
the end of September last, we had ad- 
vanced to Britain $460,000,000. 

Since August, additional credits 
have been arranged for British pur- 
chases of $100,000,000 of our wheat v 

The Dominion Government has also 
made arrangements to advance at 
least $25.000,000 monthly for munition 
purchases for the balance of this year. 

This is the character of the trans- 
actions we are asked to help finance 
by means of our war loans. 

At the end of thlH year, we may 
have advanced possibly as much as 
$680,000,000 for British purchases In 
our own country. We have already 
received war orders! valued at mote 
than twice that amount. 

War orders are waiting for us in 
large volume If we can arrange to 
finance them. If not, the orders will 
have to go elsewhere, probably to our 
nearest neighbor, who Is doing every- 
thing possible, not Only to win the 
war, but also to supply Britain with 
all she needs, at thc:same time keep- 
ing American prosperity, at Its record

Has Great Britain Dons 8e Much War 
Finsncino That She Must Seek 
Credits in Canada in Order; to 
Continue Buying Canadian Pro- 
duets for War Purposes? 

From the outbreak of war in 1914, 
to May. 1917, nearly three years. Brit- 
ain loaned to her Allies the stupen- 
dous sum of $4.460,000,000. and to ner 
Dominions the sum of $730,000.000. a 
grand total of loans to her Allies and 
Dominions of $5.190,000,000. 

This is in addition to her own vast 
war expenditures. Up to May. 1917. 
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the greater last, she had expended on war $21.- 



II 8,000,000. By March next I* Is esti- 
mated her war expenditure Will re&cn 
at least $sl,32MOO,0vO. 

Ths people of Oreat Britain have 
subscribed a number of large war 
loans, Including a lean for $1,155,000,- 
000 and another for 12,110,000,000. 
Those two loans alone ars thirty 
times as much aa the' amount wo are 
aeked to subscribe to our war loan. 

These loans havo been for war pur- 
poses only, and part of them were in 
turn loaned to the Allies and the Do- 
minions, including Canada. 

Britain's war loans, raised at home 
and abroad, from the beginning of 
the war until' May last, total $26,- 
060,000,000. 

Aaids from Sentimental Rsasons, Why 
Should Canada Advanoe MeMy to 
Br.tain to Establish CrodHs Hora 
For Hor Purchases in Canasta? 

We muet win the war, and ad- 
vancing such credits , ts one of the 
moet, vital and lmpor\«nt ways of 
helping to accomplish V'ctory. Hence 
our Victory War Loan. \ 

Up to the time that war broke out, 
the British people had invested m 
Canada .$2,914,000,000. mostly In our 
securities. That is the financial 
foundation on which the present Do- 
minion of Canada was built. 

For years past, Britain has bought 
50, «0, 70 nnd «0 per cent, of all the 
bonds we had to offer. This gave us 
the funds to carry on our public 
works, to build our railways, to de- 
velop our towns and cities, to finance 
our Industries' and to supply our loan- 
ing companies with funds to lend to 
the farmers throughout Canada. 

To-day. Britain asks us to establish 
credits here for her, so that she may 
purchase targe quantities of our pro- 
ducts, and thus continue, even during - 
war time, to help build up our agri- 
cultural. Industrial and general posi- 
tion and prosperity. 

We have only just begun to develop 
our resources. We shall need, after 
the war, further vast sums for the 
development of our farm lands, our 
forest, mineral, fishery and other re- 
sources. We shall need such funds 
not only from the United States, but 
also from Great Britain. 

The year before the war commenc- 
ed, we had an unfavorable trade bal- 
ance of $180,000,000. In short, we had 
Imported that much more than we had 
escorted. After a few months of war, 
he-cause the war orders which our 
funr.s nml factories were filling, this 
unfavorable balance hud been reduced 
té $63,000,000. 

By September, 1915, it had, for the 
same reason and for the first time In 
many long years, changed from an- 
unfavorable to a favorable, trade bal- 
ance, and to the substantial sum of 
$100,000.000. For the five months, 
ended August 31st, of the present fis- 
cal year, we had a favorable balance 
of $200,000,000. We were on the right 
side of the national ledger to that ex- 
tent. This gratifying process Is con- 
tinuing, chiefly because of the money 
Britain is spending here for war pur- 
poses, thus swelling the volume of our 
exports to totals not previously re- 
corded in the Dominion. 

We want to maintain and perhaps 
better our record. We want to build 
up our own favorable trade balance by 
advancing the necessary' credits to 
Brltnin. We do not want our balance 
to slide back again to an adverse one. 
We dn not want the war orders to rfo 
to the United States, simply because 
we would not muster courage and 
money enough to make the necessary 
advances to the Motherland.

SOME NOTES ON TAKING 
NOTES. 

(W. H. Alexander, "The Gate- 
way.") 



History has amply demonstrated the 
value of experlenoe and equally the 
difficulty that each succeeding gener- 
ation has in understanding that value. 
Experience is certainly applicable to 
college work. We see it on its baser 
side when the Bophomore tells the 

freshman not to take Course No. 

In this or that ology, but it has 

a finer aspect too ln tho transmission 
of sound information. I want to try 
to labor in that second field for a 
little. 

The nature of college work is, or 
should be, largely different from that 
of high school work. Sometimes 
classes by their attitude really force 
the instructor into tho narrower groove, 
but on tho wholo the work of tho col- 
lege should proceed by the leoture 
method, both from the Mme-Bavlng 
point of view and also having regard 
to the larger alms of a college edu- 
cation. One result of this Is the ne- 
cessity that the student possess some 
ability to* take notes sanely and' ac- 
quire some system for handling them, 

(I) Don't handicap yourself with 
poor tools. It is a bad practice in any 
trade or business, and equally so With 
you and your work. You cannot mako 
a parlor cabinet with an axo and a 
buok-eaw. Tho best leoture note-book 
ln my judgment is the modern loose- 
leaf book, handsome, compact, and 
available for ull subjects by the use 
of card-dividers, The advantages are: 
(a) It permits the filing of additional 
notca on any particular topic at just 
the point where that toplo was orig- 
inally discussed; (b) it allows the re- 
moval of discarded material 1 (c) the 
cover can be UHed year after year right 
through a college course! (d) notes 
of old courses oan be conveniently 
filed away for preservation. Thoro Is 
perhaps the disadvantage that if you 
lose tho one book, all Is lost, And 
next have a good pen. Pencil notes 
are risky because they have u tenden- 
cy to blur. But be sure the pen is 
good. A poor fountain pen brings a 
man (the word is generic) nigh unto 
cursing if not altogether, 

(2 Don't Imagine that everything 
has to be token down. If you go on 
that theory you are apt to miss the 
forest while looking at the trees. In- 
structors would regret being held li- 
able for every word, I am sure.. Re- 
member too, that much of a lecture 
is only corroborative, and suggestive. 
I protest anything approaching short- 
hand; at all events, I for one, would 
be uncomfortable about facing tho 
record. Especially Is it the case that 
every lecturer must cover facta given 
In the text-books; a half -decent pre- 
paration therefore would put you ln 
the state of mind to know what you 
need to put down and what not. 

(3) And the third is like unto it. Try 
to be selective as you go along. It Is 
one of the main lessons of 'the college 
class-room; you must learn to be se- 
lective. Your mind must be set to the 
drift (perhaps the word is unfortun- 
ate) of a lecture, and your notes 
should be on Its main bearings. Don't 
jump at dates and names just because 
they are j?ut on the board; sometimes 
a lecturer does It to get his breath 
for a fresh start. The date and the 
name Is -of little value to you unless 
you oan usBoclale something definite 
and vital with it. Fourteen hundred 
and ninety-two lu ta bo coupled, up 
with Columbus' Railing the deep, dark 
blue. On the other hand snap up ev- 
ery now faot and every new way of 
looking at an old fact, Most -college 
éducation, a* differentiated from the 
work of the graduate school, 1b con- 
nected with this latter only. And 
check up your notes dally if possible, 
and a wonderful lot of things are pos- 
sible In this world, Cheek them Up 
against the tmt, and In thle way en- 
deavor to ascertain Just the extent to 
which they aro supplementing the 
text, and you will, I should think, set 
a better notion of the way fn which 
to take notca in this or that particu- 
lar course 

' (4) Now there are certain qualities 
necessary besides. Judgment, quick - 
nosi of composition, concentrated at- 
tention, how can one estimate all 
these high enough? You do nut pos- 
sess them? You. must get them. They 
aro education's finest product on the 
mechanical side, and 'better far than 
■the subjects through which you de- 
rive them. Your Latin will forsake 
you and fleo in later life, and your 
Mathematics "will bo folded up like a 
garment and laid away, but what 
you gained of these qualities through 
these and your other courses will still 
bo your equipment in whatever walk 
of life you may find yourself. Need I 
say anything about tho "will to 
achieve," without which neither note- 
taking nor anything else you may sot 
your hand to will ever amount to 
much? , 

I have not said anything about the 
Instructor and his part, but of course 
there is a part' that he has to 'play. It 
Is another story, however, and one 
more profitably, to be discussed by one 
of yoUrsolvcs for obvious reasons. 

Lastly, and this Is mo3t important. 
Don't depend excluelvoly on ndtes. 
Seated some day in the assembly hall 
In tho sweet spring-time you may bit- 
terly regret it; and probably that life 
makes v mp8t for happiness which con- 
tains the fewest regrets,
